Pan Handle's New Caboose Will be Very 


Much cf an Improvement- 


Cabooses on the Pan Handle will be 
built after more improved designs in 
the future looking to the comfort ol 
the trainmen. 


They will be constructed longer, 


have ice boxes, lockers and other con- 
veniences tha& will enable the tram 
men to live better while on the road. 
The principal features of the new 
cars will their length, the dimensions 
providing for ample room for al] 
members of the crew. The cars are 
to be fitted up in more attractive 
style, and much of the crude work 
that ROW renders the interior of the 
ordinary caboose decidedly monoto- 
nous will be relieved by eomuarative- 
ly artistic deccrations. 


The caboose is largely the home of 
some trainmen, inasmuch as many of 
the men are obliged to be oo the road 
for long periods. They eat in -them 
and rest in them]yhen there is little 
work to be done. In the ordinary ca- 
boose there is barely room for more 
than three or four men to occupv it 
comfortably at the same time.

consin, the father of the bill to 
amend the steel schedule o* the pres- 
ent Dingley tariff law. When finally 
the rale was adopted by a vote of 1?.0 
to 120. Mr. Richardson, to empaasize 
the fact that debate on the Dill coula
